Church Home Society Offers Prize for 
Drawing 

Christ Church and the schools here have 
received notice of a trademark contest, open 
to Church School and public school children, 
and to the public generally, in which The 
Church Home society of Boston is offering 
rizes totaling $250.00, with a first prize of 
8130.00, for a drawing or an idea for a draw- 
ing which will picture the work of that 
Society. 

The Church Home society is the child- 
caring agency of the Episcopal Church in 
Massachusetts. It is entering its seventieth 
year with a national reputation as one of the 
pioneers in social service in Boston. Believing 
its name to be a misnomer, as it is not an 
institution and has no “home,” the society 
is now endeavoring to find a pictorial trade- 
mark which will describe or symbolize its 
varied activities and serve as a seal or “ trade- 
mark” to advertise and explain its work. 

The society cares for babies, little boys 
and girls, boys and girls of high school age, 
convalescents, the friendless unmarried 
mother and her baby. Its object is to find 
Episcopal homes for children which will take 
the place of their own broken homes. Oft- 
times the society provides oversight in the 
boy’s or girl's own home. It gives the best 
of medical care, mental examinations, edu- 
cation, and provides Church influence for all. 
It helps the widower left with several child- 
ren; children who have lost both father and 
mother; the child whose home environment 
carries the menace of a vicious future, and 
the young girl and boy in need of friendship 
and guidance in coming to their first employ- 
ment in the big city. 

The Society helps an average of 471 child- 
ren a year at a cost of approximately $65,733 
ora cost in the past five years of $2.69 a week 
per child. It is limited to the care of children 
and young people of Episcopal parentage 
and obtains its support through the commun- 
icants of Episcopal Churches in the Diocese 
of Massachusetts. 

By the conditions of the contest the draw- 
ings or ideas for drawings should embody 
the following six phases: character building, 
religious training, vocational education, 
home life, health, recreation. The award will 
be based on, first, the idea submitted; second, 
on its clear interpretation of the work of the 
society; third, on its artistic value. Emphasis 
has been placed on “idea” rather than on a 
finished drawing in order that lack of artistic 
ability will be no drawback. For first 
choice the trademark contest committee will 
pay $150.00; for second choice, $75.00; 
and for third, $25.00. Any number of de- 
signs or ideas may be submitted to the com- 
mittee at 41 Mt, Vernon Street, Boston. 
The contest closes December 1.

Town Planning and Taxes 


A well expressed opinion can be 
interesting and profitable even if it is 
hard to agree with it. The majority 
of Townsman readers may not approve 
of the viewpoint expressed by Mr. 
Greeley in the following speech as re- 
ported in the Boston Transcript, but 
all should find it stimulating. Mr. 
William R. Greeley is chairman of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards. 

In Massachusetts, the twentieth century 
saw the birth of civic foresight as a science. 
Community after community has adopted it 
and great progress has been made in the 
science; only less great in the art. 

But cur histery is against us. It explains 
why the principal effort in a New England 
community has been to keep down taxes, to 
hold the rate $2 or $3 below where it should 
be —cripple schools, let highways go to 
wreck aad ruin, leave the feeble-minded and 
criminal at large and generally sacrifice the 
greatest and most brilliant possibilities of a 
wealthy and luxurious society to bugaboos 
regarding rates of taxation as expressed in 
dollars per thousand of real estate valuation. 

What is it in our history that has made us 
the victim of this obsession? Our fathers 
and grandfathers in an age of enforced 
penury established a policy of close economy 
in all public affairs. This was justified. It 
was compatible with the conditions sur- 
rounding their community life. ‘They were 
workers. Every last man and boy was used 
in building roads and breaking them out 
when they were built. Schocl teachers were 
recruited frem the families in the school 
district. ‘The people were resourceful. 

Today every condition is altered, yet the 
old-fashioned penury remairs. We do 
nothing for our community with our hands 
or the muscles of our backs and our com- 
munity is growing as never before. What 
we do not do physically we must hire others 
todo. Money is the key today and also the 
measure of performance. 

As for the tax. Once a thrifty housewife 
had a barrel of apples to last her the winter. 
When she started she turned them out on 
the cellar floor. There was just one specked 
apple, and she used that the first day to save 
it. The next day she found another half 
rotten, and used that, and so on to the end. 
She had saved all the apples, but never had a 
good one. If she had thrown the first away 
she would have gotten ahead of the game at 
the start and had no poor fruit. There is the 
history of our town management! 

A town with thirty miles of old-fashioned 
rough-worn highways builds two miles a 
year of a construction that will last fifteen 
years. In this way it just keeps up with de- 
preciation, spends a constant amount 0. its 
roads, never has good roads nor a rest from 
taxation. It is the barrel of apples all over 
again. 

With schools it does the same. It ap- 
propriates $50,000 for coal, supplies, jani- 
tors, repairs on schoolhouses and lastly, 
teachers’ salaries. ‘This last item is worked 
down to a minimum, so that only second-rate 
teachers are willing to stay. ‘Therefore 
education suffers, and the whole $50,000 is 
wasted; $55,000 would secure the best 
teachers, give the schools thereby a high 
effectiveness, reflect credit upon the town, 
make it a desirable place for desirable people, 
aad lead to its prosperity and happiness; 
$5,000 less than the right sum is the rotten 
apple of town politics. 

Until the important things are to be done 
at all costs we fail. Until happiness in any 
community is more than avarice there is no 
hope for the community. Until we are 
willing to devote all that we have, moncy and 
time, to making our neighborhood right for 
ourselves and our children to live in, we have 
no place in the story of this country’s pro- 
gress. 

We have leamed effectiveness in our in- 
dustrial corporations. The directors of a 
manufacturing enterprise meet and yote to 
build a model, up-to-date plant. They 
don’t haggle over this point and that, decide |

directors will plan carefully what is required 


for a proper ‘‘plant” to perform this great 
work. They will have the best schools with 
the best teachers — no talk of cutting here. 


them well. Furthermore, they will build 
them at once, as they are to be used at once. 
And so on! 

The tax will be high. It will not suffice 
to meet the entire cost of the outlay. Citi- 
zens will contribute private funds for the 
sublic good. Five years later the town will 
He the mecca of the United States. Visitors 
from far and near, engineers, efficiency ex- 
perts, chambers of commerce will be studying 
its phenomenal success. Its beauties will be 
photographed for the magazines. It will 
be the envy of all, and its tax rate will be the 
lowest on record. All the apples in the barrel 
will have been enjoyed after that first ex- 
travagance. 

In a word, do we, the wealthiest people 
that history has ever known, want to keep 
on hoarding up money in the midst of ignor- 
ance and neglect, of filth, insanity, lust and 
contagion, or do we wish to use our money in 
such foresight, that we shall find ourselves 
living in the midst of beauty, widsom, culture 
and happiness, with a prospect of health and 
sanity for our children and grandchildren? 
That is the city planner’s question ot Massa- 
chusetts communities. 

The answer must be given in detail by 
each planning board for its own community 

whether that community will choose as 
its destiny to be a market garden, or 
pasture, an industrial city, a summer resort, 
or a commercial forest area; whether it will 
face its problems with courage and determin- 
ation, or only in a spirit of haggling over 50 
percent difference in the tax rate; whether it 
will provide well-paid first-class teachers for 
its children, or underpaid, second rate “school 
marms”’; whether it will have a road policy 
that is determined and progressive, or retro- 
grade; whether it will establish a health 
service that will give to-its children some- 
thing of the careful supervision and pro- 
tection that even the poorest dairyman gives 
to his cows, or let them run the usual gamut 
of epidemics and habit ailments, 

Looked at from the point of view of plea- 
sure alone, how stupid and vapid our custom- 
ary movie and radio bats are compared to an 
equal amount of time spent in team work 
evolving a first-class community. 


Editorial Cinder 


Mr. Greeley in the above speech says 
that industrial corporations have learned 
effectiveness. We do not question the 
general truth of his statement, but 
judging from the following editorial 
in the Lowell Courier-Citizen, there are 
some very pitiful exceptions. 

All that is the matter with some New 
Englaad textile plants: “More than 50 per 
cent of the looms are over twenty-five years 
old; 75 per cent of the mules are twenty- 
eight years old or more; 50 per ceat of the 
cards were made more than twenty-two 
years ago; 90 per cent of the spinning 
frames twenty-five years old or more; 100 
per cent of the warpers more than thirty-five 
years old.” These are figures from a mill 
examined by the New England council. It is 
in competition with factorics of New England 
and the South which have the latest devices,

Milk must be carefully prepared and_in- 
spected to fulfill the Grade “A” specifica- 
tions. These efforts are certainly in vain if 
the milk is only to be contaminated after it 
is taken into the mouth. How shall we pre- 
vent tooth decay, have clean mouths and 
consequently attain a Grade “A” rating. 
First, by taking care of the prospective 
mother, so that the new baby will be sup- 
plied with the materials for building teeth. 
This means that the mother should drink 
milk, eat green vegetables, fruits, coarse- 
grain breads and cereals; she should drink 
plenty of water; get ample sleep and rest 
so pat her general health will be up to stand- 
ard. 

The diet of the child is important in the 
building of strong teeth. The foods which 
are necessary have been mentioned above. 
In addition it is essential to limit the amount 
of candy eaten by the child. Natural sweets, 
such as figs and dates, are better for the 
teeth. Daily care of the teeth, especially 
brushing after meals is absolutely necessary 
for a Grade “A” Mouth. 

Finally, we can add the importance of 
regular visits to the dentist, so that the 
cavities can be filled when small.

INDUSTRY IN UNITED STATES AND CANADA 


Also Becoming Popular as Investment — 
Own Securities in Public Utilitie 


More Than 2,000,000 People in United States 
Ss — Babson Does Not Fear Government 


Ownership but Rather Unfavorable Rate Decisions 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 7, 
1927. In his weekly interview, Roger W. 
Babson today discussed the public utility 
situation, both from an investment point of 
view and from a political point of view. In 
referring, however, to public utilities, he 
especially has in mind electric light and 
fees companies.

I estimate that 
the total capital invested in public utilities 
today, in the United States and Canada, 
exceeds $23,000,000,000 and within twelve 
months will be in excess of the total invested 
in the railroads. During the past six years 
public utilities have led all other industries 
in the investment of new capital. In 1926 
over a billion and a half dollars of new capital 
was invested in public utilities and by 1928 
this figure will approach $2,000,000,000. 

Not only are public utilities rapidly be- 
coming the greatest industry in the United 
States and Canada, but the industry itself 
is becoming the most popular from an in- 
vestment point of view. It is estimated that 
2,000,000 people in the United States alone 
own securities in public utilities. Last year 
$26 electric light companies carried on 
customer ownership campaigns. Public 
utility securities appeal to people because 
they are home investments, something like 
the savings banks. Furthermore, they are 
not dependent upon general business con- 
ditions, which results in the elimination of 
the speculative feature, Tor instance, the 
Babsonchart has dropped from 8 percent 
above normal a year ago to normal at the 
yresent time, while the number of kilowatt- 
1ours of electricity sold, has increased during 
this period. The amount of electricity sold 
is one of several barometers of business 
conditions, but is the most stable of them 
all. Irrespective of general business con- 
ditions during the next few years, the public 
utility business is bound to be good.

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steam power plants and substituting electric 
power in Ns thereof. The time is not far 
distant when electric power will be universal 
in industry. Only about half of the homes 
in this country are now wired for electricity. 
This percentage will continue to grow until at 
least 90 percent of the homes have electric 
current. The uses for electricity are con- 
stantly increasing. The electric refrigerator 
is destined to become almost universally 
used. Other household inventions are on the 
way, such as an universal dish washer. 
Electric fans, vacuum cleaners and other 
utilities are constantly on the increase. 
Every meal which I have had in my home 
for the past ten years has been cooked by 
electricity, The possibilities in the develop- 
ment of the violet ray, the radio and other 
inventions, will greatly increase the use of 
electricity still further. 

Not only is the demand for electricity 
increasing, but the cost per killowatt-hour 
is constantly being reduced by the develop- 
ment of larger generating units and the inter- 
connection of properties. The telephone 
business is greatly handicapped because the 
cost per subscriber increases as the number 
of subscribers increase; but with the electric 
business, the reverse is true. The greater 
the number of electric light and power 
subscribers, the lower the cost per sub- 
scriber, Moreover, the labor cost is much 
more favorable to electric companies than 
for railroads and other corporations. Where 
a large part of the income from railroads, 
street railways, and industrial companies 
goes to labor, only a small portion of the 
income of electric companies is required to 
pay labor, even though the electric com- 
panies pay the highest wages of all. ‘This 
results in largely eliminating labor troubles 
and also enables the corporations to pay 
good salaries and secure the finest engineers, 
executives and other employees. 


Disadvantages of Public Utility 
Investments 
Of course, everything in this world has its 
disadvantages as well as its advantages and 
there are two bugaboos before all investors in 
public utilities. One of these is the fear of 
government ownership. It is strongly

rumored that an attempt will be made in the 
next Congress to have the government take 
over certain important public utility enter- 
prises. Those behind this movement point 
to the low rates which Seattle and certain 
Canadian cities have, which operate their 
electric power properties either municipally 
or governmentally. The fight about Muscles 
Shoals and Boulder Dam is really centered 
about this plan of whether the people will be 
better off with or without government 
ownership. A concerted and successful 
movement toward government ownership 
might seriously affect the securities of some 
public utility companies. 

Personally, I don’t fear government 
ownership, but am more troubled by the 
second cloud in the sky; namely, unfavorable 
rate decisions. Where state authorities are 
able to determine rates, I see no advantage 
to government ownership and many dis- 
advantages to government ownership. There- 
fore, it seems to me that the opponents to 
public utilities will ultimately direct their 
attention toward rate reductions rather than 
toward government ownership. Hence, the 
real unfavorable feature facing public utility 
investors, is the question of rate reductions. 
Without doubt, the future of most public 
utilities is in the hands of the rate making 
bodies of their respective states. With the 
increased demand, constantly lowering ex- 
pense of operation, and the monopoly which 
each company possesses, the rise and fall of 
the securities will ultimately depend upon 
the rates allowed by the respective state 
public utility commissions. 


History of Rate Making 


The investment bankers believe that since 
the Supreme Court decision on the South- 
western Telephone Case, security holders 
have nothing to fear from rate reductions. 
This decision took the position that a com- 
pany is entitled to earn a net investment of 
6 percent or more, not only the capital in- 
vested, but also on the growing value of the 
concern, The court gave a liberal interpreta- 
tion of this value, basing this value on the 
cost of production including expense of secut-

“A man of persistent good temper 
is loved, respected and cultivated,” 
continues Doctor Miller, “while the Ill 
tempered man is indeed his own worst 
enemy. He mukes friends only to 
lose them, Opportunities pregnant 
with golden possibilities are lost be 
cause of his uncontrolled and unlovely 
temper, He soothes his Juded sensi- 
billties with copious drafts of self-ap 
preciation, hates society, snarls at all 
who antagonize him and sinks lower 
and lower into the slough of despond, 
into morbid quicksand of his own dis- 
torted Imagination,” 

Doctor Miller emphasizes the fact 
that good temper is a product of soul 
culture, He says, “It is a result of 
self-mastery, control of negative emo- 
tions, proper perspective, sound phi- 
losophy of life and u sense of humor.” 

On the other hand he points out, in 
the Psychology Muguzine article, that 
a man who is at war with himself, 
whose inner consciousness knows no 
harmony Is ill-tempered because of his 
lack of Inner poise. He writes, “One 
basic cause of bad temper Is selfish 
ness, Start to form habits of un 
selfishness. Of course, no sane man 
will neglect his own interest and wel 
fare but he can at the same time mani 
fest an intense interest in the welfare 
of others and tn building a habit of 
unselfishness he will advance far in 
the achievement of good temper, The 
cultivation of a sense of humor Ia an 
other great ald. Cultivate, Ukewlse, 
love as a governing mood and a habit 
of life, The constant use of autosug- 
gestion is an invaluable ald in this as 
in every other program for the reor 
ganization of being. Little by lttle, 
the constunt reiteration of these prin- 
ciples will build in the subconscious 
mind predominant impressions cor- 
responding to these suggestions and 
| fe will become attuned to these sub- 
lime ideals,”
